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1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

2. Claims 12-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As per independent claim 12, the term "can be" (lines 2-3 from the bottom) is 
indefinite. Similarly noted claims 13 and 16. 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 17-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

The claims recite a method for performing a mathematical function. The claimed 
invention comprises a plurality of mental steps whereby the claimed mental steps are 
non-statutory subject matter. Specifically, the claimed method steps can be practiced 
mentally in conjunction with pen and paper. 

However, in order for such a claimed computer-related process to be statutory, 
the method claims must include either a step that results: (1 ) in a physical 
transformation outside the computer, (2) in a limitation to a practical application, or (3) 
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performed specific machine/element(s). Accordingly, claims 1 7-18 are clearly directed 
to a non-statutory process. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1 , 6 and 1 7-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Orling. 

As per independent claim 1 , Orling discloses method and apparatus for FFT 
computation substantially as claimed, including: memory means (1 & 3, 21 & 23, 81 & 
83 or 101 & 103) and butterfly arithmetic unit (7, 25, 87 or 107). It is noted that Orling 
does not specifically detail the claimed bit-reversed order shuffle processing unit"; 
however, Orling does disclose the claimed feature, e.g., see col. 2, fifth paragraph "the 
input data is written to the buffers in a natural order and the transformed data is written 
to the buffer in a bit reversed or digit reversed order" or claim 4. It would have been 
obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
design the claimed invention according to Orling's teachings because the reference 
discloses method and apparatus for FFT computation having "bit-reversed order" 
feature as claimed. 

Due to the similarity of claims 6 and 17-20 to claim 1 , they are rejected under a 
similar rationale. 
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7. Claims 2-5 and 7-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 12-16 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2 nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Cited references are art of interest.

2-5 and 7-11 and independent claim 12.
